Task Difficult One

valuation ot all real estate in Racine

work of these so-called experts sent 
out by the state tax commission has

Jancsvllle Employs Experts 


The city of Janeavllle had experts

PROGRESS OF ROAD BETTERMENT 


It Is very gratifying to hear 
that a 


careful estimate reports the amount to 
bo expended upon good roads in this 
state tho coming year will bo likely to 
roach »1,250,000. 
This estimate was 


inado by an eminent engineer at the 
late mooting at Madison, in which the 
engineers and state highway commis- 
sioners took part. 


The statement of Mr. Hirst, who is 


noting state highway engineer. Is In- 
teresting.

479 towns voted for road construction 
to tho total amount of ?400,000, and 
123 towns voted money 
for bridge 


work.

or bridge money was 508, and in ad- 
dition there were five counties, com- 
prising 45 towns, 
which

counties, and work in these counties 
will probably be done in at least 25 
towns In addition to the above, so that 
work next year will be done In at 
least HSO towns in the state.

We are told an orchard was sold the 


other day for $250,000 out on the Pa- 
cific coast and that this was regarded 
as a bargain counter price.

like three to five tons when an eastern 
man is out looking for orchard bar- 
gains. 
In his experience very gener- 


ally speaking he never does Just catch 
sight of such marvelous productive- 
ness, 
but anyway It is kept alive 
to 


keep fresh as possible his faith. 
In 


due time the easterner settles down to 
tho uiual life and combats pests of 
one nort and another, droughts, short 
crops and the customary sundries as 
accompany those things, then he In

heard. 
The marvels 


are usually over in the next county. 


An eastern farm well conducted by 


agriculturists willing to work and who 
can give intelligence 
to their work 


and read the papers, make just as 
much If not more, than do the boast- 
ed orchards of the west. 
Not that 


orchard property docs not pay, it does, 
but precisely the same everlasting vig- 
ilance and hard and intelligent .work Is 
as necessary as on tho farms back 
east. 
But acre for acre the eastern 


truck farms beat them to a finish. 
The advance of agriculture Is aston- 
ishing and aided by the Washington 
bureaus tho products have very ma- 
terially increased. 


It i» Just ae well If nqt better to 


stay right on your old farm and let 
tho other fellows act as pioneers into 
the glltterlngness of irrigated farms 
out west. 
Racine county farms are as 


productive and profitable as those of 
any county provided tho work be done 
a« ought to bo, with diversified crops, 
live 
stock, and selecting 
the 
most 


marketable. 
Wisdom is needed, for 


none hardly needs tobetold that wheat 
or most grains as a living crop, would 
not pay. 
There are other productions 


that 
can pay much better, for 
in- 


stance, garden truck, cabbages usual- 
ly, onions and tho sugar beet.

schedules would insure for business

iiMy ;o any tariff construction system, 
but schedules created through inves- 
tigations by a tariff board with the 
consequent far better adjustment as 
to between costs of production at 
home 
ar.d abroad, would keep 
the 


great world of business calm and un- 
disturbed. 
This 
would be the 
real 


insurer of equable industrlable condi- 
tions with stability. 


The country needs a regular tariff 


commission, though the present tariff 
board is much more to be desired than 
congressional 
made 
tariffs. 
This 


board the Democratic House is pro- 
posing to smother. 
Let the issue be 


framed up for the people to decide. A 
tariff commission versus political hap- 
hazard tariff making. 
The President 


is right. 


THE SUBTLE COLONEL 


Col. 
Roosevelt, admitting he had in- 


formed numbers of people he would 
not. 
be a candidate in 1912, draws a 


difference with a distinction. He now 
says this does not mean that he would 
not accept a nomination If such were 
offered. 
That in fact he says thero Is 


a difference between becoming a can- 
didate and being willing to accept a 
candidacy. 


But in 1904 and 1907 he distinctly 


raid he would not. be either a candi- 
date or accept a nomination, so what 
about this? 
Of course the Colonol 


explains this by the statement 
he 


meant a continuous term, and that 
now there had been an interregnum 
of four years, it was 
therefore 
all 


right to again enter the field. But 
his previous statements were not only 
explicit but those present at tho White 
House in 1804 clearly understood he 
would not again ever be either a can- 
didate or accept a nomination, as he 
himself declared. 
' 
The Colonel, we are afraid, is too 


subtle. This is more like the average 
politician, something, it is confessed, 
we never had thought tho Colonel was. 
But in this explanation, that he was 
not a candidate and yet was a recep- 
tive candidate, it is rather thought he 
must enter the regular political class- 
es. 


ATTACKS ON THE JUDICIARY 


The late severe censures visited up- 


on our courts and notably the. Illinois 
court by Col. Roosevelt and others Is 
unmerited and unjust. 
The late de- 


cision of this court which held In- 
valid a large appropriation is said 
that if followed up would undo 
& 


number of other laws. 
To this it is 


said if it did so, it would only be be- 
cause of the looseness with which the 
legislature transacted 
business, 
the 


carelessness with 
which/- laws were 


drawn up, amended, re-amended and 
passed, together with the disregard of 
the state constitution. This latter dis- 
regard, says the court, is fraught with 
peril. 


The denunciations of the courts by 


our sensational agitators, followed by 
denunciation 
from 
such prominent 


men as Col. Roosevelt and others, lias 
caused uneasiness among many good 
people. 
These scorers of the Judi- 


ciary talk freely of the rights of peo- 
ple, of the democratic form of gov- 
ernment, of the people's rule, and of 
the duty of courts to Interpret In the 
popular spirit. 
Now while it Is true 


court decisions are at 
times disap- 


pointing to many people because 
of 


not Interpreting as desired, and of 
not construing some law as the pub- 
lic would like, yet after 
all 
courts 


must guide themselves by the laws 
and by their terms, and where trouble 
Is experienced mostly, is In the vague- 
ness of terms of law or the different 
Interpretations that 
may 
be given. 


The courts must follow the consti- 


tutions of state and of nation. 
They 


cannot safely do otherwise, for to de- 
part from essential section and clauses 
admitting of no variations and from 
explicit commands, would be to say 
judicially there is no need of a consti- 
tution. 
It Is easy for any number of 


men to dissent from a Judgment of a 
court, easy to denounce. But for one 
admitted failure of a court, there are 
nineteen others that are not to be con- 
troverted. 
And it 
is 
questionable 


even if this one is really Intentional. 
And yet the freely denounced Illinois 
court has upheld the merit law of the 
state: to weaken the judiciary is to 
build up instead a power that, seized 
as certainly seised It will be some day 
in our republic, will rend our republi- 
can form of government to pieces. The 
peoplo should judge their 
political 


leaders with much more scrutiny than 
they have in the past. 


A NATIONAL LIABILITY LAW 


Based upon the report of the em- 


ployers and liability commission the 
President in submitting to congress, 
makes 
some 
recommendations 
of 


value. 
Hu points out that under the 


national measure, which will govern 
all interstate commerce, 
employes 


.vould have a law under which court 
procodurcs would be done away with. 
Further is advised with such a law 
provisions 
could 
accompany 
that 


would go very far to determine peace- 
f u l l y 
disputes now 
often 
entailing 


contention with consequent loss 
to 


both parties Involved. 


This National liability law in fixing 


the responsibility for accidents where 
the government had control would as 
stated in the message, bo of as much 
value to public carriers as to uuch 
employes. 
Then there would be no 


question as to the injured employe 
receiving compensation, or tho fami- 
lies and dependents of those killed of 
receiving a fair compensation. 
With 


this the President advises an enlarge- 
ment of functions through 
which in- 


dustrial disputes could be adjusted. 


SOME CONSIDERATIONS 


In advising congress to increase the 


postage charges of the press of the 
country one hundred percent, or to two 
cents per pound, the President IB not 
to be scolded, 
but 
Indeed 
praiied 


.since it furnishes another reason why 
he should again be nominated, view- 
ing as he does matters of business 
separately from matters of 
politics, 


and recommending a step regardless 
of approval 
or 
disapproval; dis- 


tinctly in this case disapproval, and 
yet approval of the. sound independ- 
ence of an executive. This naturally 
will bo followed, as past 
experience 


has 
shown, 
with 
similar 
exhi- 


bits of executive independence. 


However, might not the press say, 


that If a distinctly 
protective 
high 


tariff is levied for the benefit of Am- 
erican manufactures, American labor, 
agriculture, etc., with the people in 
consequence being contributors Indi- 
rectly, that the government in equity 
and with as good a grace, can well af- 
ford to continue the 
present postal 


charges of the American press? But 
It Is admitted the government can woll 
clean out the franking graft, clean out 
fake trade and other publications, and 
make the magazines pay more for 
their heavy covers and thick inside 
pages.

DAMP SALiT BEFORE RAIN 


Very few persons know that when 


the salt gets damp It IB cither because 
it is too near the sea or because it is 
going to rain. It is very hard to keep 
the salt cellar dry at tho. seashore as 
there Is so much moisture in the air 
all the time; in other places It is us- 
ually a sign of rain when the salt gets 
damp. 


Things that help themselves to the 


water in the air arc called "delique- 
scent," and salt Is one of them. When 
water !« In the air in the form of gas 
it sometimes becomes' too plentiful for 
the air to hold, and then we get what 
is called "precipitation," or rain. But 
long before the water vapor in the air 
la heavy enough to fall in rain there 
is enough of it to spare to make salt 
damp.

Crews Noti Inconvenienced 


By Idleness—Racine Is 
First To Arrive—Dyna- 
mite Opens Way. 


The 
steamers Iowa and 
Racini 


•which have been held In the ice for 
five days off this port, steamed Into 
port this morning shortly after nine 
o'clock and mooring at the docks the 
work of unloading freight consigned 
to local parties was commenced, and 
as soon as that work was completed, 
the bunkers were filled with coal, as 
the supply of fuel on both steamers 
had run low while the steamers were- 
held 
In the ice. Not until reports 


can be received that the lake between 
Racine and Milwaukee, Is fairly clear 
of ice, will the steamers leave this 
port, as there Is no desire on the part 
of tho transportation companies own- 
ing the steamers, 'to send them out 
and be in danger of being caught in 
the windrows. 


Steamer Racine in First 


The Racine of the Chicago, Racine 


and Milwaukee Transportation com- 
pany, was the first to arrive in port 
this morning. The dynamite explo- 
sions had opened a channel several 
hundred feet long and as soon as tho 
steamer was able to work Its wheel 
In a bit of clear water It had little dif- 
ficulty In working through the wind- 
rows of ice to the harbor.

Vancouver and the Single Tax 


Christian Science Monitor—Vancou- 


ver, B. C., occupies a most advantage- 
ous geographical position. 
Of late 


years its progress has been rapid and 
substantial. 
During the last two or 


three years its advancement has been 
greater than ever. It has been wide- 
ly advertised for 
several 
reasons, 


among others the progresslvoness of 
its people. Strangers have flocked to 
it by the thousand. Like all growing 
cities, it has periods when the supply 
of labor,is in excess of the demand. 
This is most likely to be the case at 
the beginning of the winter season. It 
was the case at the beginning of the 
present winter. 
7t is estimated that 


there have been during 
the 
last 


three or four months an average 01 
about 600 unemployed 
men in the 


city. 
To about 200 of these the mu- 


nicipality has given aid. This condi- 
tion of things is not peculiar to Van- 
couver. 
Other coast cities are com- 


pelled almost every winter to grant 
similar relief. The-fact that Vancou- 
ver has had its share of unemployed 
this winter and has housed and fed a 
number of them is used, however, as 
an argument against single tax. 
It Is 


held by one person who has written 
on the situation, and who seems to 
have greatly misstated the industrial 
conditions prevailing In the city, that 
single tax, because 
it somehow or 


other ignores or defies or overturns 
the law of supply and demand, is to 
blame for the idleness of the 600 new- 
comers who were just able to reach 
Vancouver at the beginning of 
the 


winter, and no more. 


Xow, a former mayor of Vancouver, 


L. D, Taylor, is among the many who 
have bean made indignant 
by this 


charge. This gentleman, writirg to a 
newspaper in the American 
North- 


,west which gave publicity to the alle- 
gation, sets forth that conditions in 
Vancouver are normal and sound in 
every particular. Instead of being in- 
jured by the exemption 
of improve- 


ments from taxation, 
lie declares, 


Vancouver has advanced 
in 
every 


line of business and commercial de- 
velopment fully 30 per cent. This is 
true, he holds, whether the monthly, 
weekly or dally records be taken as a 
criterion . He refers to Bradstreet's 
reports for verification of his state- 
ment. Moreover, real estate is not af- 
fected by reason of the winter influx 
of work seekers; no signs of a finan- 
cial disturbance are discernible. 
Fur- 


thermore, the bank clearings of Van- 
couver continue to break records al- 
most daily: without intending to be 
invidious, they lead, by comparison, 
those of all neighboring cities on the 
coast, and bank clearings are regarded 
as a certain basis for the measurement 
of business in general. 
It has 
been 


asserted, among other 
things, 
that 


banks are not lending money on Van- 
couver real estate because of the op- 
eration of the single tax system. For- 
mer Mayor Taylor makes a double re- 
ply to this; first, the laws of Canada 
do not permit banks to loan money on 
real estate; second, 
wherever 
the 


money is coming from the operations 
in real estate were never more active 
in Vancouver than they are now. nor 
were more or better buildings ever in 
course of erection or design there. Al- 
together, it would seem that this lat- 
est attack upon single tax has only 
resulted in giving opportunity for ef- 
fective reply in its behalf.
